William McKinley, president of the 


United States, died Saturday morning 
at fifteen minutes past two o'clock. 
His death was a heavy blow to the 
nation. Up until within a short time 
of his demise encouraging reports con- 
cerning his condition came from his 
bedside. The eminent surgeons who 
had cha-ge of the case seemed to be 
confident their distinguished patient 
•would fcnrvive the cruel wounds of the 
anarchist and ths buoyant bulletin* 
they sent out from the Jlilburn house 
ia Buffalo led the people to believe 
there was no doubt of the executive's 
ultimate recovery. Indeed so sanguine 
were they that arrangements were 
being made for a day of rf joicing 
Bat it was not to be. The j >y ha 
given place to sorrow. 
To-day the 


American nation sincerely mourns tbr 
death of its beloved president and 
its heart b~a's in sympathy for IV 
bereaved widow.

Cause of Death. 


The surgeons and physicians who 


attended the president 
signed the 


following report of the autopsy upon 
the body uf Mr. McKiuley : 


"The bullet whiuh struck over the 


breast bone did not pass through the 
skin and did little harm. The other 
bullet passed through both walls of 
the stomach near its lower border. 


"Both holes were found to be per- 


fectly closed by the stitches, but th" 
tissues around each hole had become 
gangrenous. 
After passing through 


the stomach tha bullet passed into the 
'back walls of the abdomen, hitting 
•and tearing the upper end of the kid

-under the escort of a squadron of 
Uaited States cavalry, to the execu- 
tive mansion, where they will rest 
until 9 o'clock in the morning of Tues- 
day, September 17. They will then be 
carried to the capitol, accompanied by 
a military and civil escort, the details 
ot which will be givsn in a separate 
notice.

The remains will lie ir 
state until 8 p. m 
Tuesday, when

A bold attempt was made at Mt. 


Dallas Saturday morning to kill and 
rob Paymasters William F. Souder and 
Robert F Kiy 
The former is in the 


employ of the Colonial Iron company, 
of Hiddlesburg, the latter is manager 
of the Morrisdale Coal company, of 
Coaldale. 
Messrs. Sonder and Kay 


came to Bedford Friday night 
The 


next morning they drew money from 
the banks at this place to pay the men 
who work for the companies above 
mentioned. Mr. Sonder procured 15 - 
438 and Mr. Kiy 81,300. They left for 
their respective homes on the train 
which arrives in Bedford at 9:25 a. m 
They occupied the rear car of the. train, 
Mr. Souder sitting on the last seat 
viith his back toward the engine and 
Mr. Kay on the first seat from the end 
of the car and facing the engine, so 
that they commanded a view of 
both doors of the car. 


When the train stopped at Mt. Dal- 


las and the trainmen oE the two roads 
were exchanging reports Mr. Souder 
saw two men running down the pike, 
as if they intended to board the train. 
When they came nearer he noticed 
that they were disguised and armed. 
Before he had time to give the alarm 
the two men rushed up to the car and 
sprang upon the platform and opened 
the door. One raised his revolver and, 
within three or fcur feet of 
Mr. 


Soud.r, fired, point blank, at him. 
The flash of the powder burned Mr. 
Sender's face, but, fortunately, the 
ball missed him and lodged in the 
woodwork of the car. Mr. Soudar 
quickly turned his revolver 
toward 


his assailants and pressed the trigger 
Oae of the robbers fell on the platform 
and then rolled off the car. The bul- 
let from Mr. Bonder's pistol had struck 
him in the head, killing him instantly 
It appears that he was in a stooping 
posture, endeavoring to pick up the 
satchel containing the money when he 
was shot down.

Ea.rly in the evening William Crom-! 


well's son saw George B. Cooper, local 
agent of the Singer Sewing Machine 
company, at the foundry. 
The boy 


told his father where he had s^en 
Cooper and Mr. Cromwell, knowing 
Cooper was under suspicion, went to 
the ionndry, with the intention of 
lersnading him to give himself up fco 
th2 authorities. 
Cooper agreed to do 


so if Cromwell would accompany him 
Mr. Cromwell promised to go with him 
Cooper was very tired and the condi- 
tion of his clothes indicated that he 
had walked through fields or woods 
where Spanish necd'es, etc, grow. 
Both men went to their respective 
homes to get ready to visit the magis- 
trate's office. 
Shortly after this, and 


while Cooper was brushing his shoes, 
S F. Stiver went to his house and ar- 
rested him on the charge of .being 
implicated in the attempted hold-up 
at Mt Dallas. 
Cooper was placed in 


jail. 
He has waived a hearing and 


will be tried at the November term of 
court. 


He took a charge near Wilkesbwrf 
and was very successful in the work. 
Finally he applied for the Baptisl 
charge in Tyrone, this county, and 
was in that town, on the point of 
being accepted, when an officer arriver 
f -om Wilkesbarre and served a bench 
warrant on him. He was taken bacli 
to Wilkesbarrc, tried and sentence!1 


to the penitentiary on the charge o' 
f irgery. 


"He was pardoned before theexpira 


tion of h's t^rm and soon afterward 
came to this couaty.

"Cooper became prominent in 1899 


by springing on the unsuspecting pub 
lie a new system of finance It was 
built on the endless chain plan acd 
was supposed to make everybody rich 
without labor —particularly G. B. 
Cooper. 


"The originator and promoter of 


this financial revolution took it to 
Pittsburg, where Roger O'Mara soon 
smelled him out. Cooper was arrested 
but not 'shoved* on tha promise that 
he would get oat of Allegheny eountj 
in a given time. Then Blair county 
gat him again. 


"It is not at all certain that Cooper 


will be involved by the law in the 
Bedford county case. The companion 
of the negro was so well disguised that 
i t may be a difficult matter to establish 
his identity.

TEMPERANCE LESSON.—Proverbs23: 
9-35 
Read Sth chapter 1st Corinthians. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—"Wine is a mocker, 
trong drink is raging and whosoever is 
eceived thereby is not wise." Prov. 20:1. 
Six questions are asked in this les- 
on: 
"Who has woe? Who has sor- 


•? 
Who has quarrels? 
Who has 


complaints? Who has wounds without 
cause? 
Who has redness of eyes?" 


And there is but one answer to all: 
'They that tarry late over the wine; 
they that come to seek for mixed 
drink." 


Th<3n follows the admonition : "Do 


not look on the wine when it looks 
red, when it gives its color in the cup 
when it glides down so rapidly." 


Because: "At the last it will bits 


ike a serpent and like an adder will i 
sting. Thy eyes will see strange forms 
and thy heart will speak perverse 


And afterward: 
"Thou 
wilt be 


like one that lieth down in the heart 
of the sea, or as he that lieth on the 
top of a mast." 


And then: Thou shall say, "They 


smote me, but I suffered no pain; they 
struck me hard, but I felt it not. When 
shall I awake? I will continue to seek 
it again." 


The drunkard knows all this, and 


•nuch more, better than it can be told 
lim. 
He who sells strong drink is 


fully aware of its evil and his doom, 
>nore than they who crusade against 
.t. What, then, can bsdone is a ques- 
tion worthy of our consideration. 


Notice that most of the injunctions 


of scripture against drinking are con- 
nected with "that day," "the day of 
the Lord," and the words used for the 
drunkard are, "Woe," "Weep," "Howl.' 
What could be more horrible to the 
drunkard than for the Lord to come 
again to earth during his drunken in- 
sensibility ? 


Contrariwise, notice the admonition 


to the temperate: "Be not drunken 
with wine, wherein is riot, but be filled 
with the Spirit; speaking one to an- 
other in psalms and hymns and spirit 
ual songs, singing and making melody 
with yonr heart to the lord;" "the 
night is far spent, and the day is at 
hand." 


Notice, also, the Lord's admonition 


to all: "Take .ye heed, watch and 
pray, for ye know not when the time 
is ... 
Watch, therefore, for ye 


inow not when the Lord of the house 
cometh, whether at even, or at mid 
night, or at cock-crowing, or in the 
morning; lest, coming suddenly, He 
find you sleeping. And what I say 
unto you I say unto all, watch." 


Notice again that drunkenness (with 


other sins in which many temperance 
people indulge) is so often used in 
scripture in connection with "thi 
Lake of Fire prepared for the devil and 
his angels;" drinking "the cup of the 
wine of the fierceness of God's wrath.' 


And finally, notice the record: "He 


that believeth not God hath made Him 
a liar; because he believeth not thi 
record that God gave of His Son. And 
this is the record, that Bod hath given 
to us eternal life, and this life is in 
His Son. He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the Son o: 
God hath not life." 


And if any honestly ask, in the 


language of the jailer who saw the 
power of God, "What shall I do to bi 
saved ?" there is but one answer fo: 
all, the same one that he received am 
obeyed: "Believe on the Lord Jesu. 
Christ and thou shalt be saved, and 
thy house."

lation in silent agony, which is denied 
ihe consolation ol a tear, awaited with 
grief untold the inevitable end, which 
n the provideace of God was not far 
off. 


We look on with hopeless wonder and 
;ry to solve the mysterious problem 
vhy our great leader is stricken down. 
There is not a town, village or city in 
this land but contains some wretched 
mortal racked by disease, disappointed 
n every hope, to whom death would 
have been a priceless boon, but he is 
compelled by a law as inevitable as 
that which struck our great leader 
down to carry his weary load, without 
hope, without joy, to the end. 
Whj 


was he not taken and our great leader 
eft? 
The nation's ruler had every- 


thing to live for, he was on the eve of 
completing the greatest revolution of 
ancient or modern times. The snowj 
ainions of peace once more gladdened 
;he eyes and hearts of our people and 
we looked forward with hope to a 
period of prosperity unparalleled in 
ihe history of the republic. 
How 


brief the span between prosperity and 
•urn. 


It was a gala day at tha Pan-Ameri- 


can exposition, which claimed a special 
notice. Great men from every portion 
of our land were there to do honor to 
the occasion. 
The president of the 


United States, 
notwithstanding 
his 


many important engagements, found 
time to accept the courtesies of his 
fellow-countrymen and received their 
greetings with pride and pleasure, 
iappy in the thought that he contrib- 
uted to the pleasure of that day, which, 
honored by his presence, made it the 
ed letter day of the exposition in the 
eity of Buffalo; in pleasure and profits, 
in exaltation, satisfaction and every 
element that makes prosperity and suc- 
cess it was high water mark at the ex- 
position on the sixth of September,1901 
Up to that time there was nothing to 
mar the harmony of the hour. Lo, the 
tragic change ! He, who an instant be- 
fore stood the embodiment of hap- 
piness, joy and power, lay prone and 
helpless on the ground, the victim ol 
an assassin, whose smoking instrumenl 
of death was ready to renew the attack 
had he not been stricken down. The 
echo of that small instrument of death 
swept over land and sea like the light- 
ning's flash, telling to all the nations 
of the earth that a giant in Israel had 
fallen. 
In an instant all was the 


wildest confusion. A stalwart negro, 
who had just shaken hands with the 
president, paused for a moment to take 
one more look at the nation's chief a: 


the same moment the assassin fired his 
first shot; it was repeated as rapidly 
as possible, both shots taking effect in 
the president's body as he reeled anc 
fell. 
The negro, whose name was 


James B. Parker, seeing the assassin 
about to fire for the third time, knock 
ed up his arm and with a stunning 
blow felled the assassin to the ground 
several men then jumped forward 
while the negro rained terrific blow 
on the fallen assassin. 
One of the 


president's body-guards would havi 
killed him there and then had he no 
been 
dragged away by his fellow 


officers. The report that the presiden 
had been assassinated reached every 
portion of the exposition in a very few 
minutes and thousands of men and 
women under the wildest excitemen 
came rushing to the spot where thi 
president had fallen. It was a mad 
wild scene of hundreds of people strug 
gling to get to the spot, where Presi 
dent MeKinley lay. As soon as possi 
ble the officers dragged the assassin ti 
the jail and saved him from being torn 
to pieces by the multitude who seemec 
to have lost all reason and thought o 
nothing but instant vengeance. We 
hardly know whether to congratulate 
ourselves on the proper administration 
of justice, for if there ever was a case 
that appealed to a higher law it wa 
this—where a man, beloved and hon 
ored as few have been, who had fillei 
his mighty trust as few men have done 
was suddenly stricken down by a 
murderous wretch without the shadow 
of a cause. It almost makes a man in 
the moment of his despair doubt the 
justice of God's providence in striking 
down such a bright and shining mark 
and wringing the hearts of million 
with grief unmeasurable and untold 


One of the fatal bullets had bf en ex 


tracted and>the physicans in attendance 
looked toward a hopeful end, but then 
was another that might cause troubli 
and which it was desirable to extract 
To effect this it was resolved to try thi 
X-rays; and here comes a series o 
modern miracles never equaled in the 
history of medicine. 
No such perfec 


instrument as that required for th 
delicate operation was then known to 
exist. The first of the modern miracle 
called into use was the long distanci 
telephone, which called up Thomas A 
Edison, the great electrician, at hi 
home in New Jersey, and inji fewmin 
utes after the message was receivec 
the most skilful workmen in Mr 
Edison's employ were at work fiaishin; 
the instrument required. All that day 
and the following night they worke 
unceasingly and the X-ray was des 
patched to Buffalo, where it arrived on 
time. 


In the depths of our great sorrow 


which wrings our hearts withhopeles 
agony, out of the gloom there cam 
rays of sunshine, and from the fou 
quarters of the globe and the island 
of the sea came messages, borne by th 
lighting, of sympathy and sorrow. I:

John Blolielberger, Hopewell, Pa, 


Int Hit* Training From Childhood Wae Op- 
poied to Idlenem—Elected to the Amena- 


bly of New York In the Full of 1881. 


President Theodore Roosevelt was 


oorn in New York on October 37, 1858. 
A man of strong convictions and con- 
ipicuous courage, he has inherited the 
haracter which has made him promi- 
nent from eight generations of men 
who have always shown the strenuous 
ife, of which, he himself has said so 
much, to be their foremost aim. Mem 
bets of his family have taken active 
part in all the wars and great national 
movements of the United States, from 
:he revolution to the Spanish war. 
There IUES in the veins of Theodore 
Koosevelt the mingled blood of Dutch 
Scotch, Irish and French Huguenot an- 
cestors, all of them famed for patriot- 
Em and 
determined, fearleaa zeal. 


Roosevelt has their qualities almost 
abnormally developed. He was born 
to wealth, but his training from child- 
hood was opposed to idleness. Be was 
brought up with the constant injunc- 
tion to be active and industrious. 
He 


was graduated from Harvard in 1880 
and afterward spent some time travel- 
,ng through Europe, making a name 
for himself. 


When Mr. Ecoseveltreturned to New 


York he began the study of law, and 
in the fall of 1881 he was elected to the 
assembly of the state of New York 
The people of his state twice re-eleeted 


him, 
in 1883 and 1884. During the ad 


ministration he introduced .severa' 
measures of reform and his entire leg 


ative career has been characterizec 


as being conspicuous for the zeal with 
which he assailed political abuses. 


As chairman of the committee on cit 


ies he introduced the measure which 
took frcm 1he board of aldermen 
power to confirm or reject the appoint 
ment of tie mayor. He was chairman 
of the famous legislative committee 
which bore his name. 
In 1886 Mr 


Roosevelt was the Republican candidate 
for the mayorality of New York eity 
but was defeated by Abram S. Hewitt 
In 1889 he was appointed by Preaiden 
Harrison a member of the 
United 


States civil service commission. 


In 1895 he accepted the office of police 


commissioner in the city of New Yorl 
from Mayor Stroug, and it was hi 
administrative ability which, as presi 
dent of the board, so greatly improve 
the, at that time, demoralized polic 
force. 


Early in 1897 he was called by Presi 


dent MeKinley to give up his New 
York office to become assistant secre 
tary of the navy. Then again his en 
ergy and quick mastery of detail ha 
much to do with the speedy equipmen 
of the navy for its brilliant feats i 
the war with Spain. But soon afte 
the outbreak of the war his patrio1 


'sm and love of active life led him 
leave the comparative quiet of his go1 
trnment office for cerviee in the field 
As a lieutenant-colonel of volunteer 
he recruited the First volunteer cava! 
ry, popularly known as the Soug 
Riders. 
The men were gathere 


largely from the cowboys of the WCE 
and southwest, but also numbere 
many college-bred men of the east. 


The story of "Roosevelt's Rougi 


Riders" has already become one of th 
romances of the history of the Unitci 
States. The hardiness of the men, th 
fearlessness of their commander, th 
untiring thoughtfulness of the chie 
for the men he had led to join him, th 
feats they performed together, fo 
everything was done "together," th 
men giving all credit to him, he giv 
ing all credit to the men—won fo 
Koosevelt the love and admiration o 
his regiment. 
His whole conduc 


was on a par with all that he had pre 
viously done. 


Upon Colonel Roosevelt's return t 


New York there was a popular deman 
for his nomination for governor. P/e 
vious to the state convention he wa 
nominated by the Citizens' union, bu 
he declined, replying that he was 
Republican. He was nominated in th 
Republican convention by a vote o 
753 to 218 for Governor Black. Th 
campaign throughout the state w 
spirited. Colonel Roosevelt took th 
stump and delivered many speeches 
His plurality was 18,079. 


He began Irs administration as go- 


ernor of the state of New York i 
January, 1807, aid that period was s 
full of aggressiveness that he brough 
himself into continual contest wit 
his party leaders. So much so tha 
when in 1000 he was nominated for th 
viee-presideney there were not want 
ing among his opponents those wh 
said his party wanted to ged rid o 
him. The fact remains that hej wt 
elected almost without opposition 
liavirg bien chosen because he wa 
the strongest man. 


Nothing that Roosevelt has said o 


done has shown the man so strongly a 
the few ivoris he spoke when he firs 
heard of the attempt upon Presiden 
McKinley's life. 
He said distinctly 


that "so long as there was breath in 
the chief magistrate's body he, Roose 
velt, was simply vice-president." 
He 


could not believe that any human be 
ing was foul and low enough to tak 
that sacred life, he could not credi 
the Power that gave that life with 
cruelty enough to take it thus. 
When 


in Buffalo be came away from the bed 
side of his stricken chief he still con! 
not believe that he and his country 
were to lose him. 


In the midst of his intensely active 


life Mr. Roosevelt has found time to d< 
considerable literary work. 
The yea; 


after he was graduated fromcollegebe 
published his "Naval War of 1813;" in 


18SC there came from his pen a "Lifi 
of Thomas H. Benton," published in 
the "American Statesmen Series;" the 
follow year he published a "Life o: 
Governeur Morris," which was follow 
ed in 1888 by his popular "Ranch Life 
and Hunting Trail." 
In 1889 wer< 


published the first two volumes of wha 
he considers his greatest work, "The 
Winning of the West." In 1890 he add 
ed to tbe series of "Historic Towns" a 


History of New York City." 
Essays 


on Practical Polities," published in 


1892, 
was followed the next year by 


The Wilderness Hunter," while in 


1894 
he added a third volume to his 


Winning of the West." 
In 1898 he 


collected a volume of essays, entitlec 


American Political Ideas.". Since the 


Spanish war he has written a book on 
'The Roufih Riders" and a series O' 
articles on Oliver Cromwell by him 
has been appearing in Scribner's.

William McKinley's Career. 


Soldier, Statesman, President 


William McKinley was born at Miles, 


0., January 29, 1843. 
He was of 


Scotch-Irish stock, his great-great- 
grandfather, James MeKinley, having 
come frcra the North of Ireland to the 
United States in the first half of the 
eighteenth century 
and settled in 


York county, Pa , where, on May 16, 


1755, 
was born to him a son, David Mc- 


Kinley, who was the great-grand- 
father of William McKinley. David 
McKinley evinced his loyalty to the 
country by serving as a private in the 
war of the revolution. 
His son, James 


McKinley, was the father of William 
MeKinley, Sr., the father of the late 
president. 


William McKinley, Sr., the father of 


President McKinley, removed from 
Pennsylvania to Ohio with his parents 
in childhood and on reaching manhood 
became interested in iron manufac- 
turing and the management of iron 
furnaces, in which he was engaged 
until the time of his retirement from 
business in 1S7C. As a consequence 
William, Jr., came to have a practical 
knowledge of one of the greatest man- 
ufacturing industries of the United 
States and of the important relation 
which those industries sustain to that 
greatest of all industries—agriculture 


Growing to manhood ia the country 


town of Poland, 0., to which his 
father, on account of its superior edu- 
cational facilities, had removed, Will- 
iam, Jr., 
familiarized himself 
with 


many ol the details of the daily occu- 
pation of those with whom he was 
brought constantly in contact. With 
the methods of the country storekeep- 
er, the iron manufacturer, the farmer, 
the school teacher, the postmaster, the 
book keeper and the business man of 
the village he was thoroughly f arnilia-, 
and his progress as a student in 
the academy at Poland was so rapid 
that it enabled him at an early age to 
become instructor in the district 
school, thus adding to his funds with 
which to pursue his studies ID the 
academy. Of his career at that time 
an old citizen of Poland, being asked 
for reminiscences 
of Mr. McKinley, 


said: 
"He 
was always 
studying, 


studying, studying all the time." 


The first great event in his life, 


which has been characterized by many 
striking incidents, occurred in June, 


1SC1. 
The war of the rebellion had 


begun; a throng of excited citizens 
gathered at the Sparrow House, the 
hotel of the village, and an impassion- 
ed speaker, pointing to the Stars and 
Stripes which hung on the wall, said: 
"Citizens of Poland, our country's flag 
has been shot at. It has been trailed 
in the dust by those who should de- 
fend it, dishonored 
by those who 


should cherish and revere it. And for 
vthat? 
That this free government 


may keep a race in the bondage of 
slavery. Who will be the first to de- 
fend it?" 
Among the first who step- 


ped to the front to offer his life as a 
protest against this form of imperial- 
ism was a boy of seventeen, William 
McKinley, Jr., and he thus became a 
member of Company E, Twenty-third 
Ohio, which a few diys later marched 
forth 
from the village of Poland, 


thence to Camp Chase and thence to 
the war. Upon the rolls of this regi- 
ment were such names as W. S. Rose- 
crans, Stanley Matthews, Rutherford 
B. Hayes and many who subsequently 
attained national reputation. It par- 
ticipated in many battles. 


William McKinley, Jr., although en- 


listing as a private, had in less than 
one year been promoted to commissary 
sergeant and in subsequent years to 
second lieutenant, first lieutenant, 
acting assistant adjutant-general and 
finally brevetted major—his service 
continuing from June 11, 1SG1, 
to July 


36, 1865. As commissary sergeant at 
Antietaoi he performed a feat, proba- 
bly never before undertaken, of sup- 
plying the men of his regiment with 
hot cofiee and meats during an active 
engagement, risking his life in so 
doing, but coming out unscathed and 
receiving, as a result, a promotion to 
second lieutenant. 


At Kernstowu he again distinguish- 


ed himself by carrying a message from 
General Hayes to a regiment posted at 
a distance, galloping for a long dis- 
tance obliquely toward the advancing 
enemy in a direct line of their fire, but 
again escaped almost as by miracle 
and in numbers oi other engagements 
he showed bravery and won popular ity 
with all classes of men with whom he 
was asscciated. 


At the close of the war he returned 


to Ohio, and decided to take up the 
study of law and in preparing .himself 
for this life work took a course in the 
Albany (U. Y.) Law school, and was 
in 1S67 admitted to the bar at Canton, 
0., which place he had selected as his 
future home. In 1371 he married Miss 
Ida Saxton, daughter of Jam5S A. Sax- 
ton, a prominent citizen of Canton. 
Major McKinley had been less than 
three years in Canton when his ability 
as a lawyer led to his nomination and 
election as district attorney of Stark 
county. In 1S7C he announced himself 
as a candidate for congress, carrying 
every township in his county but one, 
and was nominated on the first ballot 
and elected. 


During fourteen years after this 


event he represented in congress the 
district of which Stark county was a 
part. After t long and faithful career 
in congress, in which he had made a 
brilliant record as an advocate of pro- 
tection and had become a leader of his 
party in the house of representatives 
he was nominated for governor ol 
Ohio, to which position he was twice 
elected and before he had finished his 
services as governor he became a mark 
ed figure as a prospective candidate o 
the party for the presidency. 


Mr. McKinley entered upon congres 


sional life contemporaneously with the 
inauguration of Mr. Hayes as presi 
dent and he soon demonstrated hi 
ability as a working member. He wa 
an ardent advocate of the doctrine o 
a protective tariff and a disciple 
Hamilton and Clay. In 18SS, at the Re 
publican national convention, he ha 
the opportunity of declaring his faith 
boldly as the author of the platform' 
of that year. Harrison and a Repub- 
lican congress were triumphantly'elecl- 
ed, and then followed the legislation 
known as the McKinley bill, prepared 
by the committee of ways and means, 
of which he was chairman. In 1891 
MeKinley was unanimoutly nominated 


Ohio. He was elected over James B. 
Campbell by a plurality of 31,511 votes. 
In 1893 he was re-elected, defeating L. 
T. Neal by a plurality 80,995 votes. 


In his first campaign for the gover- 


norship McKinley spoke in eighty-four 
of the eighty-eight counties of the state, 
and in 1894 he made speeches through- 
out the country from Pennsylvania to 
Kansas and from Minnesota to Louisi- 
ana. It was an unparalleled campaign, 
like the famous days when Lincoln and 
Douglas were on the stump. His ad- 
ministrations as governor were suc- 
cessful, and peculiarly so in the matter 
of adjusting labor difficulties that 
threatened serious strikes, which he 
prevented. 


Twice he declined absolutely to per- 


mit a national convention to consider 
his name for the presidency. 
In 1883 


the Ohio delegation had been instruct 
ed to support Sherman in the Repub- 
lican national convention and did so. 
Ballot after ballothad been taken and 
no candidate had been able to secure a 
majority, and the cheers which marked 
Mr. McKinley's entrance to the hall at 
each session showed his popularity 
with the members of the convention. 
On the sixth ballot a delegate voted for 
William McKinley and was greeted 
with cheers again and again; the nest 
state called cast seventaen votes for 
McKinley, and again cheers broke 
forth, indicating that a drift was set- 
ting strongly toward him. Instantly 
Jdajor McKinley, who, as chairman of 
the Ohio delegation, occupied a place 
upon the floor of the convention, leap- 
ing upon a chair, interrupted the roll 
call with the following words : 


'•Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 


Convention :—I am here as one of tbi 
chosen rep. esentatives of my state. I 
am here by resolution of the Republic 
an state convention commanding rn 
to cast my vote for John Sherman for 
president and to use every worthy en- 
deavor to secure his nomination. I ae 
cepted the trust because my heart and 
judgment were in accord with the 
letter and spirit and purpose of that 
resolution. It haspleised certain dele- 
gates to cast their votes for me for 
president. I am not insensible to the 
uonor they would do me, but in the pre; - 
ence of the duty resting upon me 1 
cannot remain silent with honor. I 
cannot consistently with the wish of 
the state whose credentials I bear and 
which has trusted me; I cannot con- 
sistently with my own views of per- 
bonal integrity consent, or saem to 
consent, to permit my name to be used 
as a candidate before this convention. 
I would not respect myselE if I could 
find it in in; heart to do or permit to 
be done that which could even be 
ground for any one to suspect that I 
wavered in my loyalty to Ohio or my 
.evotion to the instructions of its con- 
vention. I do not request—I demand 
hat no delegate who would not ca&t 
efiection upon me shall cast a ballot 
>r me." 
The tide was turned and on the sev- 


enth ballot Benjamin Harrison was 
nominated. 


Another incident on the same occa- 


sion, of which the public knows less, 
showed with equal clearness his firm- 
ness of purpose to prevent the nomi- 
nation of himself on that occasion. 
Judge Little, of Ohio, in a statement 
written in 1395, recounted the incident 
of a visit by Major McKinley and him- 
self to the headquarters of the New 
J ersey delegation at midnight before 
the closing day of the convention. 
Major McKinley hi ! heard that the 
New Jersey delegation proposed voting 
for him on the following day, and on 
questioning the chairman, received 
from him the reply that "it is a matter 
of our own concern; we shall act upon 
our own responsibilty, being account- 
able only to the Rjpublicans of New 
Jersey for what we do." To this Major 
MeKinley replied that he could not 
permit this in view of his duty to Sen- 
ator Sherman, adding: "Rather than 
that I would suffer the loss of that 
good right arm! 
Yes, I would suffer 


authority to act, and on the 16th a 
resolution was passed declaring the 
people of Cuba free and independent, 
and authorizing the president to use 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States to compel the withdrawal of 
Spain from the island. The president 
signed all these resolutions on April 
30. War was declared against Spain 
on April 31, 1398, and a call issued for 
135,000 volunteers. 
Three days later 


Spain declared war. 
By the end of 


the month troops were concentrating 
at Tampa, Fla. So great was the con- 
fidence of the people in President Mc- 
Kinley that a 3300,000,000 bond issue 
waa over-subscribed by the people. 


Then followed the blockading of the 


Cuban ports, Admiral Dewey's victory, 
the landing of General Shatter's army, 
the destruction of Cervera's fleet and 
the final surrender of the Spanish 
forces at Santiago. 
On February 0, 


1899, 
the treaty of peace with Spain 


was ratified, when a .much more seri- 
ous problem presented itself by the 
firing on the American troops by the 
.Filipinos. 
The president instructed 


General Otis to conduct a vigorous 
campaign against the Filipinos. Presi- 
dent McKinley assumed full responsi- 
bility for making war on the Filipinos. 
He approved the course followed by 
General Otis and at once began the 
establishment 
of 
civil government 


throughout the Philippine islands. 


Another 
knotty 
problem 
which 


promised for a time to disrupt the 
amicable relations existing between 
the United States and Germany was 
'.hat of Samoa. 
American marines 


and sailors were killed by the natives, 
and Germany evinced a disposition to 
cake the part of Mataafa, the native 
king. 
President McKinley accepted 


the proposition of Germany that Great 
Britain, Germany and the United 
States each appoint a special commis- 
sioner to settle the matter. 
The dis- 


pute ended in the division of the Sa- 
moan islands, each of the three coun- 
tries taking a group. 


Anxious to further prevent wars. 


President McKiniey on behalf of the 
United States accepted an invitation 
to take part in the peace conference 
called by the Czar of Russia, to be held 
at The Hague. He appointed a com- 
mission from the United States, which 
jook a most prominent part in the de- 
liberations. 


One of President McKinley's first 


acts when he assumed the office was 
to call an extra session of congress to 
enact tariff legislation. The famous 
"Dingley bill" was the result. 


Agitation of the annexation of Ha- 


waii was started soon after McKinley 
was elected. 
After repeated propo- 


sals sent to the senate by McKinley 
providing for annexation had been re- 
jected, one was finally agreed upon 
and Hawaii became a part of the 
United States. 


After the war with Spain had ended 


Lieutenant-General 
Miles 
declared 


before a commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the conduct of the war with 
Spain that the beef furnished the 
troops in Cuba was embalmed. Com- 
missary-General Bagan on January 13, 
3899, denied this charge, and in a hit- 
ter personal attack upon 
General 


iMiles said he lied. For this the presi- 
dent ordered his trial by court-martial 
for conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman and he was sentenced to 
be dismissed from the army. 
The 


president commuted the sentence to 
suspension from duty for six years, at 
which time General Eagan 
would 


retire. 


The president was largely instru- 


mental in securing the increase in the 
egular army, for 
which 
military 


authorities had been contending for 
years. 
With 
an active campaign 


joing on in the Philippines with ap- 
larently little success, he insisted 
,hat the Republicans 
pass a bill

4,000 places from the classified service,

He 
declined to change his order. 


During the winter of 1893 President 


McKinley made a trip through the 
south and his speeches and presence at 
that time probably did more to remove 
iectional feeling than any other thing. 
He was given the greatest receptions 
in every southern city and returned 
much gratified at the kindness with 
which be had been received. 


So great was the confidence of the 


Republican party in McKinley that 
when the Republican convention met 
ia Philadelphia to again nominate a 
candidate for the presidency his wss 
the only name presented, and he re- 
ceived 92G votes—a unanimous renomi- 
nation.

Cliuiic \Vojiders. 


Few people kuow what a wonderful 


object a bit of chalk is -when exam- 
ined under a microscope. Tiute your 
knife blade and scrape off a little of 
the loose powder, catch it on a clean 
glass slide and place this on the stage 
of a good table micioscope. 
Use a 


quarter inch objective lens and illumi- 
nate the field with a cone of light from 
the concave side of the reflector. The 
powder will be seen to consist of a 
confused mass of beautiful tiny shells, 
many of them of the most curious 
form. 


A better way, however, Is to rub 


flow* a portion of chalh with an old 
toothbru&li in a tumbler half filled with 
water. 
If you desire to prepare sev- 


eral slides, rub on about a toaspoonful 
of the powder. 
Shako the tumbler 


briskly, allow the sediment to settle for 
a moment and then carefully pour off 
the milky looking water. 


Repeat this until the water remains 


clear, and you will then have left In 
tte bottom only perfect shells or large 
parts ot shells. Take up a small pinch 
of this deposit and spread it carefully 
over the center of a glass elide. Dry 
over a lamp and, if you wish to pre- 
serve the slide for future use, mount it 
in Canada balsam, pressing out the 
bubbles of air beneath the cover glass.
